By the same parties messen’ 
gers were sent to all the bankers early 
on Thursday morning, warning them 
against loaning any money; they ad- 
vised the calling in of all the loans, 
and announced that there was to be a 
terrible panic that would sweep every- 
thing uway. The banks lent them- 
selves to the vile scheme, though they 
did it ignorantly.
